On  Saturday  Evening,  January  24tbi,  1852,  the  Travelling  Elders, 
Presidents  of  Branches,  and  other  office  bearers  of  the  ]3radford  Con- 
ference of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints  met  in 
Council,  in  their  Meeting  Room,  Butterworth’s  Buildings,  Bradford. 

The  Meeting  was  opened  at  about  twenty  minutes  to  eight  o'clock, 
p.m.  by  singing  the  hymn  commencing  “ Hail  to  the  brightness  of 
Zion’s  glad  morning;”  pi’ayer  by  President  Menzies. 

The  representation  of  the  Branches  were  then  called  for  and  handed 
in  as  recorded  on  the  table  of  representations,  after  which  tlie 
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President  rose  and  laid  before  the  Meeting  a letter  he  had  received 
from  Elder  G.  B. 'Wallace  some  time  before,  desiring  the  Saints  in  this 
Conference  to  raise  £10  to  assist  the  Irish  Mission  ; he  stated  that  he 
had  autliorised  the  General  Book  Agent  to  make  it  kno\vn,  but  he  did 
not  know  if  the  agent  had  done  so  or  not,  as  he  had  only  recei^•ed  two 
shillings  towards  it,  he  also  stated  that  at  a Special  Conference  held  in 
London,  last  summer,  it  was  resolved  to  raise  the  bodies  of  the 
three  American  Elders,  Barnes,  Burton,  and  Elanigan,  who  had  died 
while  on  a mission  to  this  country-,  and  send  them  home  to  Zion  and 
their  friends,  as  tliis  could  not  be  done  without  great  expense,  it  was 
agreed  that  the  various  Conferences  should  contidbute  to  defray  it,  and 
Elder  Menzies  said  he  had  promised  £13  in  the  name  of  the  Confer- 
ence, some  of  the  Branches  had  commenced  to  raise  sometliing 
towards  the  £13,  others  had  not,  it  was  therefore  resolved  that  each 
Branch  do  a part  towards  raising  this  £13,  and  tliat  it  be  remitted  to 
Joseph  Beecroft,  Little  Horton,  Bradford,  Yorkshire,  by  the  Jilst  of 
Eebruary.  The  I*resident  next  called  the  attention  of  the  Meeting  to 
another  letter  sent  by  President  E.  D.  Bichards,  stating  that  the  first 
Presidency  in  Zion  desired  the  British  Saints  to  raise  a sum  of  money 
to  build  a Temple  to  the  Lord  in  the  Valley,  and  the  proportion  falling 
to  our  lot,  according  to  our  numbers,  is  £05  ; President  Menzies  stated 
that  the  money  was  wanted  to  be  raised  in  twelve  montlis,  by  quarterly 
instidlments,  the  first  to  be  raised  and  forwai-ded  to  the  Star  Office, 
Liverpool,  by  tlie  1st  of  April.  The  principal  object  he  had  in  ctdling 
the  Conference  IMeeting  sooner  than  was  expected  was,  to  give  the 
Saints  all  tlie  time  possible  to  carry  out  this  most  desireable  object. 
The  brethren  being  called  upon  to  speak  their  feelings  as  to  the  best 
method  of  raisiirg  the  required  sum,  several  of  the  Travelling  Elders 
and  Branch  Presidents  did  so,  one  or  two  seemed  at  first  to  fear  that 
little  could  be  done  in  their  branches ; Elder  Menzies  then  shewed 
that  the  matter  depended  most  on  the  faith  mid  energy  witli  which  the 
Presidents  and  Councils  of  Branches  engaged  in  raising  it,  he  further 
stated,  tliat  according  to  his  calculation  that  one  shilling  and  sixpence 
halfpenny  from  each  member  in  the  Conference  would  amount  to  fully 
the  sum  reijnired,  the  question  looked  at  in  this  way  seemed  light 
indeed  when  compared  with  the  greatness  of  the  object  in  view,  viz;  to 
build  a Temple  wherein  we  might  I’eceive  our  endowments.  To  per- 
sons with  large  families,  who  are  not  bringing  in  anything  for  tlieir 
support  it  might  be  rather  heavy,  but  let  the  young  men  and  women, 
and  those  who  are  possessed  of  more  of  this  world's  goods  contiibute 
more  liberally,  and  then  it  will  be  more  easy  upon  all,  let  all  the  ofiice- 
bearers  be  diligent  in  teaching  the  Saints  the  necessity  of  caiuying  out 
the  instinictions  of  the  first  Presidency  as  contained  in  the  Star,  let 
tliem  be  taught  that  those  who  desire  to  receive  the  blessings  of  the 
Temple  must  first  help  to  build  it,  after  a few  more  remarks  all  seemed 
to  drink  into  the  spirit  of  the  good  work,  and  seemed  satisfied  that  it 
would  be  no  difficult  matter  to  raise  the  required  sum. 

It  was  therefore  Kesolved — That  the  Council  of  each  Branch  exert 
themselves  by  their  public  and  private  teaching,  and  also  by  their  <'.\- 
ample,  to  raise,  according  to  tlieir  nniubers.  a full  j>roi)ortion  of  tin; 
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sixty-five  pounds  to  be  taken  up  from  the  Members  and  fonvarded  to 
a Treasurer  appointed  to  receive  it,  once  a quaiter,  the  first  to  be  sent 
in  by  the  last  week  in  March. 

Resolved — That  Elder  Benjamin  Becvers  be  Treasurer,  and  Joseph 
Horton,  Secretary,  for  the  Temple  Fund  ; all  communications  to  them 
to  be  addressed  to  Joseph  Horton,  Telcgi-aph  Office,  Wellington 
Station,  Leeds. 

The  account  of  the  General  Book  and  Star  Agent  had  not  been 
audited,  because  many  of  the  sub-agents  had  not  sent  in  a statement 
of  the  condition  of  their  books,  and  some  who  had  sent  a statement, 
had  not  sent  a satisfactory  one.  In  order  that  this  might  not  take 
place  again, 

It  was  resolved, — That  Brother  J.  Taylor,  the  Conference  Book 
Agent  should  be  instructed  to  get  some  accounts  printed,  requiring 
only  to  be  filled  up  by  the  sub-agents,  and  that  he  send  one  to  each 
branch  to  be  returned  to  him  filled  up  for  the  inspection  of  the  auditors  of 
his  books,  that  his  accounts  and  the  general  state  of  the  Book  Agency 
may  be  hereafter  satisfactorily  represented  to  the  Conference. 

That  tlie  Travelling  Elders  may  be  sufficiently  supplied  with  tracts,  &c. 

It  was  Resolved. — That  the  first  Sunday  in  April  be  obsen-ed  as  a 
day  of  fasting  and  prayer,  for  tlie  success  of  the  work  in  this  confer- 
ence ; and  that  collections  be  talcen  up  as  the  Council  of  each  Branch 
shall  consider  best ; and  that  the  money  thus  collected  be  forwai*ded  to 
Brother  Robert  Helliwell,  2,  Croft  Buildings,  Water  Lane,  Leeds. 

The  Baptismal  Certificates  now  in  use  not  agreeing  with  items 
required  for  tlie  records, 

It  was  resolved, — That  we  have  two  thousand  of  a proper  kind  printed 
for  the  use  of  this  conference,  corresponding  with  the  record  books. 

Elder  Menzics  then  said — To  preserve  order,  eveiy  branch  must 
have  a Secretary  to  keep  its  records,  and  when  an  elder  or  priest  has 
baptized  a person,  he  must  record  it  on  one  of  the  certificates,  filling 
up  all  tlie  items  required,  so  far  as  information  can  be  had.  Let  this 
be  given  or  sent  to  the  President  of  Meeting  previous  to  confimiation; 
from  him,  (if  all  is  correct),  let  it  be  handed  to  the  Secretary,  so  that 
he  may  write  down  by  whom  confii'med,  and  then  it  will  be  ready  for 
insertion  in  the  record.  I would  say,  do  not  confirm  any  one  till  this 
Certificate  is  sent  in  properly  filled  up,  and  having  the  persons’  present 
address  on  the  back,  so  that  it  may  at  once  be  entered  into  the 
teachers’  books  for  visitation. 

The  President  then  said, — Some  of  the  saints  have  rather  a mis- 
taken notion  with  regai*d  to  my  support  and  that  of  my  family  in  this 
conference : some  have  got  an  idea  tliat  all  the  branches  in  the  con- 
ference made  collections  for  the  support  of  my  family,  but  it  is  a mis- 
take, the  only  branches  that  do  so  being  those  in  Bradford  and  Leeds, 
and  that  is  done  once  a fortnight.  Some  of  the  branches  do  not  even 
pay  my  travelling  expenses,  either  by  collection  or  by  private  means, 
and  there  is  no  branch  that  has  any  plan  on  foot  for  doing  so.  I wish  the 
saints  to  loiow  exactly  how  I am  sustained : I will,  therefore,  move 
that  eveiy  branch  give  an  account  of  what  they  have  done  towards  the 
support  of  my  family,  and  I will  keep  an  account  of  my  outlay,  so  that 
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all  may  be  open  to  those  who  wish  to  know. — Seconded  and  canned. 

Resolved  also, — That  the  Presidents  bring  in  with  their  next  repre- 
sentations, an  account  of  the  Temple,  Emigration,  and  Fast  Funds, 
also  how  much  has  been  donated  to  assist  the  Irish  mission,  and  raise 
the  bodies  of  Elders  Barnes,  &c. 

Resolved, — That  the  collections  be  taken  up  during  the  Sunday 
Meetings,  and  that  Elders  R.  0.  Menzies,  E.  Milnes,  J.  Horton,  and 
Noble,  should  dispose  of  it  as  necessity  may  require. 

Elder  Menzies  here  remarked, — The  saints  need  not  be  afraid  of 
giving  me  thirty  or  forty  pounds  more  than  I need  for  my  family,  for 
if  they  do,  1 can  find  plenty  of  good  to  do  with  it,  if  1 happen  to  see 
some  of  the  travelling  elders  in  want  of  a coat,  hat,  trowsers,  boots,  or 
any  other  tiling  I will  willingly  supply  them.  I have  been  thinking, 
during  the  last  quarter,  that  if  any  of  these  men  stood  in  need  of  any 
thing,  I would  send  to  those  who  have  little  or  no  burdens  on  them 
to  supply  their  needs.  After  a little  conversation  on  this  subject. 

It  was  resolved, — That  President  Menzies  may  send  to  those 
branches  he  may  think  right,  and  get  them  to  supply  any  of  the  trav- 
elling elders  with  any  article  of  clothing  they  may  stand  in  need  of. 

The  meeting  was  closed  with  thanksgiving  by  Elder  Milnes,  at 
about  a quarter  past  ten  o’clock,  p.  m, 

SUNDAY. 

On  Sunday  morning.  January  25th,  the  meeting  was  opened  with 
singing  and  prayer  by  Elder  Horton,  after  which  it  was  moved  by 
Elder  E.  Milnes,  and  seconded, — That  Elder  R.  0.  Menzies  preside  over 
this  meeting  of  conference. — carried  unanimously.  It  was  then 
resolved, — That  Elder  Jonathan  Midgley  act  as  Clerk  of  this  confer- 
ence meeting,  assisted  by  Elder  W.  Burton, 

Elder  Menzies  rose  and  made  some  remax*ks,  in  substance  as  follows, 
Beloved  saints, — I am  happy  to  behold  so  many  of  your  countenances; 
this  morning,  and  to  engage  with  you  in  devising  means  for  the  future 
prosperity  of  the  work  of  God  in  this  conference.  In  doing  so,  let  me 
exhort  you  to  unity  in  all  things,  and  when  you  vote  do  so  with  the 
firm  resolve  to  caiiy  out  with  your  influence,  power,  and  energ}^  tlie- 
things  voted  for.  AVe  ai-e  too  apt  to  foi’get  what  we  vote  for  at  confe- 
rence, and  therefore  I take  this  opportunity  of  stii-ring  up  your  minds 
by  way  of  I’emembrance : let  every  one  present,  whether  brother  or 
sister,  feel  interested  in  all  the  proceedings  of  this  day,  and  consider 
it  a part  of  their  business  upon  which  depend  tlieir  future  prospects  in 
the  kingdom  of  God.  I have  two  or  three  things  to  speak  upon,  one 
thing  in  pai’ticular  is  witli  respect  to  the  pei”petual  Emigration  Fund ; 
I am  not  satisfied  tliat  we  have  done  as  much  as  we  might  for  this 
fund  : many  of  the  branches  have  not  done  anytliing.  I would  feel 
ashiimed  to  look  at  the  reports  and  see  a blank  opposite  the  branch  I 
belonged  to  on  the  Einigi-ation  Fund  column.  I would  coixnsel  all 
those  who  do  see  tlie  probability  of  taking  themselves  out  to  the 
Viilley,  to  cast  in  all  their  ovei*plus  money  into  tliis  fund,  and  to  those 
who  can  save  what  will  take  them,  I would  say, — you  have  no  right  to 
go  widiout  doing  what  you  can  to  assist  out  the  poor  who  are  left 
behind,  and  those  who  do  so  will  not  have  the  blessing  of  the  Lord. 
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I would  also  counsel  till  the  saints  to  give  up  smoking,  snuffing,  tea 
drinking,  &c.,  and  ap])roj)riate  the  savings  from  that  source  to  this 
fund,  and  the  Lord  will  greatly  bless  them,  besides  they  shall  have  tlie 
blessings  of  thoussinds  of  tlie  Lord’s  poor  upon  them.  I wish  all  the 
branches  that  have  not  taken  a part  in  tliis  matter  to  commence  forth- 
with, and  those  who  liave  commenced  to  exert  themselves  still  furtlier, 
and  let  them  send  in  the  names  of  their  treasurers  to  J.  Beecroft,  that 
they  may  be  forwarded  to  Livei'pool,  according  to  tlie  instructions  con- 
tained in  the  Star. 

The  representation  of  branches  was  then  read  by  the  Clerk  after 
which  most  of  tlie  motions  passed  the  night  before  were  presented  to 
the  conference,  and  unanimously  carrit-d. 

The  following  {ilterations  and  nominations  were  tlien  made, 

Bbabfokd  Biunch. — As  Elder  Edward  Milnes,  president  of  tlie 
Bradford  Branch  was  going  away  to  Zion,  tlie  Bradford  Council  had 
voted  tliat  he  should  not  only  have  the  Elder’s  certificate,  but  also  a 
written  recommendation  from  the  branch.  The  President  read  the  let- 
ter of  recommendation  to  the  conference.  He  remarked, — “ It  is  not 
because  it  is  exactly  connected  with  the  conference  tliat  I have  read  it, 
but  it  is  a j^roper  place  to  put  it  here,  us  we  are  going  to  have  anotlier 
2)resident  in  his  i)laee.”  Elder  Milnes  having  expressed  his  a2i2)fOval 
of  the  letter. 

It  was  resolved, — That  this  letter  of  recommendation  be  given  to 
Brother  Milnes,  on  leaving  this  conference  to  go  to  Zion. 

The  Bradford  Council  had  agreed  that  no  member  of  tlie  Bradford 
Council  should  be  appointed  to  pi’eside  at  present,  but  that  Elder 
Menzies  should  be  president  for  the  time  being.  Resolved, — That  Elder 
Menzies  be  tlie  president  of  tlie  Bradford  branch  for  the  time  being. 

Resolved, — That  Henry  Milnes,  Priest,  receive  the  office  of  Elder. 

Resolved, — That  J osepli  Burrows,  Priest,  receive  the  office  of  Elder. 

Clayton  Beanch. — The  President  said, — “Brother  Thomas  Child 
is  the  2n’esident  of  the  Clayton  branch,  and  at  tlie  same  time  a mem- 
ber of  the  Bradford  Council.  In  tlie  Bradford  Council  we  agreed  to 
give  him  a letter  of  recommendation,  seeing  he  is  going  to  the  land 
of  Zion.  The  President  read  the  letter  and  it  was 

Resolved, — That  this  letter  of  recommendation  be  given  to  Brother 
Child,  on  his  departure  to  the  land  of  Zion. 

Resolved, — That  Elder  Joseph  Hartley  be  the  President  of  tlie 
Clayton  Branch. 

Wueldeake  Beanch. — Resolved, — That  William  Beilby  receive  tlie 
office  of  Teacher. 

Otley  Beanch. — Resolved, — That  Jonathan  Breai'e,  Priest,  receive 
tlie  office  of  Elder,  and  that  Jonatlian  Cooke  receive  the  office  of 
teacher. 

Huddersfield  Branch. — ^As  the  President  of  the  Huddersfield 
Branch  had  been  cut  off,  it  was  resolved, — That  John  Wogden,  Priest, 
receive  tlie  office  of  Elder,  and  preside  over  the  Huddersfield  Branch. 

Resolved, — That  Samuel  Sykes,  Deacon,  receive  the  office  of  Priest. 

As  Elder  John  Lord  is  removing  from  tlie  Bingley  Branch,  it  was 

Resolved, — That  Elder  James  Dinsdale,  of  the  Bradford  Council, 
2n’eside  over  the  Bingley  Branch. 
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A urmnimons  vote  of  coiifidt'iice  ayus  taken  in  all  the  authorities  of 
the  Church,  as  follows  : — 

Resolved, — That  we  uphold  and  sustain  Brigham  Young  as  the 
President  of  the  Chxirch  of  Jesus  Christ,  of  Latter  Day  Saints  in  all  the 
world,  and  Heber  C.  Kimball  and  Willard  Richards  as  his  counselloi’s. 

Resolved, — That  we  sustain  the  twelve  Apostles,  namely,  Orson 
Hyde,  P.  Pratt,  Orson  Pratt,  Wilford  Woodruff,  John  Taylor, 
George  A.  Smith,  Amasa  Lyman,  Ezra  T.  Benson,  Charles  C.  Rich, 
Lorenzo  Snow,  Erastus  Snow,  Franklin  D.  Richards,  with  Orson  Hyde 
as  their  president,  as  the  Travelling  High  Council  in  all  the  world. 

Resolved, — That  we  sirstain  Franklin  D.  Richards  as  tlie  President  of 
tlie  British  Isles,  jind  G.  B.  Wallace  and  L.  Richai'ds  as  his  counsellors. 

Resolved, — That  we  uphold  and  sustain  Robert  0.  Menzies  as  the 
President  of  this  conference,  by  our  faith,  prayei*s,  and  every  thing 
that  is  necessary. 

Resolved,  That  we  sustain  all  the  officers  in  their  places  according 
to  their  appointments,  the  presiding  Bishop  and  the  Bishopric,  the 
High  Council  in  Zion,  the  Patriarchs  and  all  in  autliority  in  the  church. 

AFTEENOOJT. 

The  fleeting  was  opened  with  singing  the  252  Iljinn,  at  six  minutes  past  two 
o’clock,  p.m.,  prayer  by  Elder  William  Heaton. 

President  Menzies  inti’oduced  the  subject  of  Building  the  Temple  of  the  Lord,  and 
made  some  appropriate  remaj’ks,  he  said  there  are  many  subjects  of  no  interest  to 
the  world  in  general,  which  to  the  Saints  are  of  great  importance,  one  of  these  sub- 
jects is  the  building  of  a liouse  where  the  Ijord  might  dwell : some  people  imagine 
tliat  God  dwelleth  not  in  Temples  made  with  hands,  but  they  forget  that  the  Lord 
commanded  his  people  Israel  to  build  him  a house  where  he  might  dwell,  and  that 
itAvasin  that  house  that  the  ordinances  were  administered  and  the  power  of  the 
Priesthood  displayed ; the  name  of  the  Lord  was  in  it,  and  it  was  there  the  Lord 
revealed  his  mind  and  AA-ill  from  between  the  two  cherubims ; in  this  house  the 
sacred  and  holy  things  were  kept,  and  if  we  want  to  know  God  and  learn  his  Avill  more 
perfectly,  we  must  build  him  a house.  We  think  we  know  a good  deal,  hut  we  do  not 
know  the  name  of  the  Lord,  or  how  to  pray  to  him : the  disciples  of  Jesus  said 
“ Teach  us  how  to  pray,”  and,  I presume,  we  also  need  to  be  taught ; for  instance, 
when  the  Lord  called  upon  Samuel,  he  replied,  “ Here  am  I,  Lord,’’  thinking  it  Avas 
Eli  who  Avas  calling  ; so  he  went  to  the  old  man  of  God,  and  he  having  the  Pi-iest- 
liood  upon  him,  instructed  Samuel ; what  then  did  he  say — he  taught  him  a form  of 
words  which  would  at  once  insure  an  ansAver  from  them ; he  told  Samuel  that  if 
called  upon  again  he  should  say,  “ Speak,  Lord,  thy  servant  heareth.”  There  is  not 
such  a great  difference  in  the  words  used,  yet  it  seemed  necessary,  for  when  the 
Lord  next  called  “ Samuel,  Sarauel,”'he  gave  the  reply  he  was  taught  by  Eli,  and 
the  consequence  Avas  the  Lord  revealed  himself  to  him ; again,  when  Moses  was 
called  he  asked  the  Lord  how  the  Elders  of  Israel  would  know  that  God  had  sent 
him,  Avas  he  told  to  work  a miracle  to  prove  it,  no,  hiit  saith  the  Lord,  go  tell  them, 
“I  am  that  I am,  hath  sent  thee”  this  seems  rather  a strange  name,  yetit  seemed  to 
be  a name  by  Avhich  he  was  known  amongst  the  Elders  of  Israel,  and  a safeguard 
against  imposters.  There  are  signs  and  means  to  he  learned  by  which  we  may  ap- 
proach unto  God  acceptably,  and  have  revelation ; these  are  hut  a few  of  the  blessings 
to  be  obtained  through  the  Temple,  the  ordinances  for  our  dead  must  he  adminis- 
tered there,  and  it  is  there  there  alone  we  can  receive  our  endowments ; if,  then,  we 
prize  these  blessings,  let  us  rise  up  in  our  strength,  and  prove  so  by  our  works,  in 
contributing  liberMly  to  raise  up  a temple  to  tlie  Lord. 

The  President  further  said,  last  quarter  it  was  agreed  that  v/e  should  keep  proper 
records  in  all  the  Branches  of  this  Conference.  These  Record  Books  are  now  on 
hand,  and  the  Presidents  of  Branches  may  have  them  on  application.  The  Branches 
must  pay  for  them  as  soon  as  possible.  The  General  Book  and  Star  Agent  Avill 
receive  the  money  forthem;  his  address  is  John  Taylor,  Villier’s  Street,  Lister  hills. 


Bradford.  As  early  as  possible  we  will  have  one  or  two  thousand  Certiftcates  printed, 
and,  I think  the  best  way  will  be  for  a Certificate  to  be  given  to  every  Member,  and 
for  each  to  fill  it  up,  and  when  filled  up  to  present  it  to  the  President  of  the  Branch, 
who  should  hand  it  to  the  Recorder : this  w^  be  the  easiest  way  of  beginning  to  keep 
the  records  of  this  Conference  properly. 

Addresses  were  delivered  by  Elder  Milnes  and  Child,  expressive  of  their  faith  in 
this  work,  and  determinations  to  assist  with  all  their  powers  of  body  and  mind  to 
roll  it  on  according  to  their  best  wisdom  and  abilities. 

The  number  of  officers  present  was  35  Elders,  37Priests,  28  Teachers,  and  9 Deacons. 

Just  before  the  meeting  closed,  Elder  Milnes  arose  and  said,  “ I just  want  to  tell 
you  your  fortunes  before  I go.  Now  you  that  will  attend  to  the  counsel  given  by  tho 
men  that  preside  over  you,  in  all  things,  will  get  celestial  glorj’,  and  you  that  neglect 
to  do  that  will  have  to  go  through’t  mill  again.” 

The  meeting  was  dismissed  with  thanksgiving  by  Elder  Horton,  at  ten  minutes 
past  four  o’clock,  p.  ra.  EVENING. 

At  six  o'clock,  p.m.  the  Meeting  was  opened  with  singing  the  hymn  commencing 
“ God  moves  in  a mysterious  way prayer,  by  Elder  Bmion. 

Elder  John  Bailey,  who  will  accompany  Elder.s  Milnes  and  Child  to  tlie  land  of 
Zion,  was  introduced  to  the  Meeting  by  the  President ; Elder  Bailey  bore  his  testi- 
mony to  the  truth  of  this  work,  and  expressed  his  resolution  to  abide  the  law  of  this 
Church  in  all  things. 

Elder  Menzies  delivered  an  address  in  which  he  showed  the  prophecies  of  scrip- 
ture wliich  speak  about  a Temple  or  a house  of  the  Lord  being  reared  in  the  Last 
Days.  He  showed  the  necessity  of  immediate  Revelation,  from  the  fact  that  no 
person  without  it  can  tell  when  ^is  Temple  shall  be  built,  where  it  shall  be  built, 
and  how  it  shall  he  built,  in  order  that  the  Saints  may  receive  their  washings, 
anointings,  and  endowments,  and  may  be  prepared  for  the  second  Advent  of  the 
Messiah. 

The  President  moved  that  the  Travelling  Elders,  J.  Midgley,  W.  Heaton,  W. 
Burton,  H.  Hartley,  and  J.  Peel,  should  continue  to  labour  as  they  have  been  carried. 

The  President  requested  the  Presidents  of  Branches  to  appoint  a 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  for  the  Temple  Fund,  and  to  commence 
immediately  to  raise  it.  He  said,  “ Give  your  visiting  officers  power 
to  gather  the  monies  when  they  visit  the  saints.  Get  tlie  names  of 
the  members  who  give  any  thing,  and  record  how  much  each  gives, 
and  let  the  visiting  officers  give  an  account  of  these  things  in  your 
councils. 

Moved  by  the  President, — That  this  Conference  adjourn  until  Sun- 
day, the  9th  of  May. — Carried. 

The  next  Conference  will  be  held  in  the  Latter  Day  Saints’  Meeting 
Room,  South  Market,  Leeds.  A Council  Meeting  will  be  held  in  the 
before-mentioned  place,  of  the  ti*avelling  Elders,  Presidents  of  branches, 
and  other  Officers,  to  commence  at  half-past  seven  o’clock  p.m.,  on  Sa- 
tm’day  evening. 

The  meeting  was  closed  witli  tlianksgiving  at  six  minutes  to  eight 
o’clock,  p.  m. 

A collection  was  taken  up  at  the  close  of  each  meeting. 

A vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  the  friends  who  during  the  day  had 
assisted  the  choir. 

All  tire  meetings  during  the-  day  were  well  attended,  that  in  the 
evening  was  thronged,  and  many  persons  had  to  return  who  could  not 
gain  admittance.  A unanimity  of  feeling  characterized  the  proceedings 
of  the  day,  and  the  saints  sepai-ated  with  cheerful  countenances,  having 
enjoyed  themselved  very  much  during  the  day.
